Q. — I am retirod and 
have stock in several elec¬ 
tric utilities. Since Consoli¬ 
dated Edison terminated its 
.dividend, my income has 
been cut, and if I sell my 
other electric .stocks and 
buy something else 1 will 
take another cut in income. 
As I understand all the 
things 1 have been able to 
read, the problem wit,h elec¬ 
tric utilities is mainly that 
state regulatory comm i s - 
.sions have refused to rai.se 
their rates high enough to 
cover the utilities’ cost.s and 
pay them a rea.sonable pro¬ 
fit. I have never seen a 
single report that most I’.iti- 
lities were inefficently oper¬ 
ated or that they wasted 
their money. Isn’t there 
something the average citi¬ 
zen like myself can do to 
make these government peo¬ 
ple give the utilities fair 
rates? 

A. — There are two things 
you might do. The problem 
is very much a political 
problem, and you should 
write letters to your state 
senators and' representatives 
expressing your concern 
about your slate regulation 
of electric rates. 'fTio second 
thing you can do is con¬ 
sider joining with other 
shareholders and suing the 
state regulators who are re¬ 
fusing fair rates to the uti¬ 
lity. Their action is akin to 
government confiscation of 
your property as a share¬ 
holder. There is increasing 
discussion among sha r e - 
holders about taking thi,s 
kind of action, and it would 
seem to be justified in many 
states. 

As consumers, we are all 
interested' in prices as low 
as possible for utility serv¬ 


ices, yet we all recognize 
that vve don’t get anything 
for nothing and that we all 
pay for what we get in one 
way or another. Some people 
have advocated government 
owner.ship of utilities, yet 
that would only shift the 
cost from our electric bill to 
our tax bill. And most gov¬ 
ernment operation of busi¬ 
ness produces poorer serv¬ 
ice than private ownership.

of your contractor’s bonding July 25, Aug. i, 8, 15, 1974 
compantN Contractors arc re- 
q,uirad at the time they are 
licensed to post a bond 
which can bo drawn against 
if they fail to meet their 
obligations. 

The required bond, how¬ 
ever, i.s only $2,500 and must 
be divided among all 
claimants incli.ud'ing the 
contractor’s employes. Wage 
claims have priority. 

Since you liave a large 
claim, you may be able to 
recover only a part of your 
money through this proce¬ 
dure. However, there are 
other legal procedures open 
to you. I am sure you will 
want to consult your at¬ 
torney. 

Q. — I have .seen adver¬ 
tisements by photo process¬ 
ing firms offering free photo 
developing with the pur¬ 
chase of a roll of film. Is 
there a catch anyyvhere? 

A. — In the strict sense, 
photo developing means 
only the process that pro¬ 
duces the negatives. Printing 
the pictures is a separate 
process, for which there may 
be a charge. 

Q. — W’e are about to 
Iriiy our first house. We have 
just been informed that we 
must pay "closing costs ' of 
about .$1,.500 when we sign 
the papers. I.s this a .stand¬ 
ard practice? Wliat is it all 
about? 

A. -- The closing cc.st.s you 
.described are not unusual. I 
would like to suggest to you 
that you should not bo un¬ 
dertaking such a major 
transaction without the ad¬ 
vice of your owm attorney. 

Do not simply roly on the 
attorney retained by other 
partic.s to the agreement. 

Your own attorney can save 
you money. 

Here are some standard 
closing costs lo watch for: 

POINTS — A 'point” i.s 
one percent of the mortgage. 

If you are borrowing from 
a fedeial savings and loan 
or a stale savings bank and 
they offer v.>u a $4,5,000 
mortgage at nine per cent 
plus two point, you will 
have to pay them $900 at 
the closing pl.us nine per 
cent of the unpaid balance 
for the life of the mortgage. 

FINDER'S FEE — This i.s 
the money paid the real 
estate broker for finding 
yooir mortgage money. It is 
usually a certain percentage 
of the mortgage. It has 
nothing to do with Ihe in¬ 
terest charged you by the 
lender. 

APPRAISAL FEE — Some 
•brokers and lenders will 
charge for appraisal service, 
some will not. Make sure 
you are not paying for more 
than one appraisal. 

You can also expect to 
pay for mortgage insurance, 
transfe” fees, title search 
and legal fees at the time 
the purchase is closed. Un¬ 
less other arrangements can 
be made, the buyer must 
come up with the closing 
costs and the d'own payment 
on the closing date. 


Editor’s note: William G. 
Fritz is president of the 
Better Busine.ss Bureau of 
Los Angelos. The questions 
he answers here are chosen 
from among those received 
daily by his office in calls 
and letters from consumers. 

Q. — I am about to buy 
a used car. I found one that 
had a good price, hut when 
the salesman drew up the 
contract he added a lot of 
charges that seemed high 
tc me. Please tell me how 
much interest I should- have 
to pav to finance my car. 

A. — The terms of your 
finance contract will depend 
on your cred'it rating. They 
may also depend on youi 
ability to negotiate the best 
possible deal. Sin(» the car 
dealership makes money on 
Ihe financing as well as on 
the sale of the car, the sales¬ 
man may not immediately 
offer you the best rate you 
could possibly get. 

Shop for credit just as 
carefully as you shop for a 
car. You do not have to fi¬ 
nance the car through the 
dealer. You may get better 
lerms from your bank or 
credit union. Ask for their 
rates before you sign a con¬ 
tract. 

When you shop for credit 
terms ,always ask for the 
annual percentage rate, not 
just the “interest rate.” In¬ 
terest can be figured in dif¬ 
ferent ways, making it dif¬ 
ficult tc- compare one pos¬ 
sible contract with another. 
That i.s why federal law 
now requires lenclers to state 
interest as an annual per¬ 
centage rate and the finance 
charge in making yo4ir 
comparisons. 

When you buy a car, you 
should also shop around for 
the best insurance policy. 
The car dealer may offer you 
insurance along with your 
purcliasc contract, but you 
can buy it elsewhere it you 
prefer. 

Q. — I have a big hole in 
my back yard that was sup¬ 
posed to have been a swim¬ 
ming pool.

The monetary value of the state’s privately owned 
nuhlic utilities is measureable in a number of meaningful 
ways: the services rendered, the employment provided, 
lli'e return on investments by individuals, large and small, 
directly or indii»ctly through insurance, pension and other 
programs. 

Anolher tangible measure is their market value, on 
which the state assesses taxes. The State Board of Equali¬ 
zation, which is assigned the responsibility of assessing 
utility'market and tax values, has made its annual report, 
and there are four firms in the billion-dollar-plus class. 

Again the leader is Pacific Telephone and Telegraph 
Co with a $5,796,000,000 valuation. Pacific Gas and Elec¬ 
tric Company follows with $1,650,000,0(40. The others are 
.Southern California Edison Co., $.5,000,000,000 and General 
'I'elephone Co. of California, $1,700,000,000. 

These, of course, are market values. Assessed valua¬ 
tion iis set by the Board is 25 per cent of those figures. 
It still adds up to a lot of dollars going into the state’s 
coffers from private enterprise.

For instance, the Countv iod, ju: 
property tax rate was ori- of the 
ginally slated to increase 67 dustry 
rents per $100 of as.scssed 
value. However, when I an¬ 
nounced that t.he 1974 as- 
se.ssment roll had increa.sed 
by a record high of 6.35 per 
cent. County budgetary por- 
•sonnol lost ro lime in an¬ 
nouncing that the property 
tax rates would be decrea.sed 
to .57 cents rather than the 
originally est i m a t e d 67 
cent hike. 

By rc'ying on future o.sti- 
matcs of assessed value, a 
taxing agency can pad more 
money into their 'budget by 
basing everything on the 
e.stimated increase off prop¬ 
erty values in the district. 

Tlieir iiope is that tlic final 
a.s.sessmont roll will hear 
them out. The tro\ihlo is at 
best Ihoy’re gambling; at 
worst, they’re Ijeing di.shon- 
ost by spending more and 
giving the impression that 
they’re holding the line 
when they actually aren’t.

700 taxing agencies in the 
County, each with the power 
to tax property within its 
district.
